Loomis Jr., this week is be¬ 
ginning house-to-house can¬ 
vass of Sierra Madre rasi- 
dents to raise the additiontl 
funds necessa.ry before 
ground can be broken for the 
building in October. 

“Tentative goal of $8lX)0 
is based on current estimates 
of the cost of building a 
nursery school that will sat¬ 
isfy standards set up for 
nursery schools in the State 
of California a.nd existing 
building code.s. 

“Volunteer labor by mem¬ 
bers of the Association will 


help keep expenses to a 
minimum while, at the same 
time, not sacrifice the q.ual- 
ity of the new school. Chair¬ 
man Loomis said. 

“At the Kickoff dinner, 
held at the city Elementary 
School cafeteria., Association 
members heard Dr. Elizabeth 
L. Woods, Suporvi.sor of 
Guidance and Counseling for 
the Los Anceles C i l%y 
Schools, state that Sierra 
Madre’s Nursery School pro¬ 
gram constitutes a pioneer¬ 
ing movement that ulti¬ 
mately will spread to all 
communities in the United 
States.

“The Fund Drive for the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Deirartment In Its fourth 
week, shows some signs of 
slowing down,” states Sam 
Tesoro, General Fund Drive 
Chairman, as he turned in 
his list of contributors as of 
Thursday noon, on March 20. 

The Fund Drive was 
launched by Tesoro on Feb¬ 
ruary 27 and it was hoped 
that the required amount 

could )>e raised by the time 

of the first muster in Mon¬ 
rovia in May, but as they 
stand today it is very bleek 
that his deadline can be ac¬ 
complished. The contributor.s 
that have sent in to this 

date have been very gen¬ 

erous and thoughtful, the 
proble.'n is that there is just 
not enough of them to bring 
the totals up to completing 
the deadline as anticipated. 

At the start of the cam¬ 
paign, 300 contributors were 
needed, each sending in an 
average of $12 50, according 
to the records, the chairma.n 
stated, he has recci\'ed ap- 
I'l'oximately 222 envelopes 
that have contained approxi¬ 
mately $4,270. 

.4s you recall, this is a 
special project for the fire¬ 
fighters, when you donate to 
this project you are doing 
something “SPECIAL” for 
those that are dedicated to 
you in all emergencies. They 
are tearing down and re¬ 
building the old Seagrave 
Fire Engine and putting it 
in a l■'ondition where it will 
he worth in the vicinity of 
$50,000. They have antici¬ 
pated that they will bo 
spending about ^,000 whicli 
will be ten times gained f.'ir 
the amount of money spent. 
The additonal five thousands 
is for a low-boy or trailei 
for transportation of the en¬ 
gine on long trips out of 
tow'n. 

Some questions have bc'cii 
asked, and the most impor¬ 
tant of those questions was 
“will the engine be usable 
for firefighting after it is 
rehabilitated?” The answer 
to ths question is absolutely 
YES, however it v.nll not iie 
used 1.0 an.swer routine calls 
of the Fire Department, but 
will be a stand-by unit fully 
capabl.a of serving the Fire 
per.sonel when called upon 
to do so. For instance, should 
we experience a large brush 
fire as we did a yc" a.nd 
a half ago, then this engine 
would certainly be put into 
service immediately and 
would do its job. 

•Should 'vve experience an 
eathquaks or anything of a 
big emergency ... it will bt' 
.used without hesitation. The 
engine will be the property 
of the City of Sierra Madre 
and will be insured the same 
as its other equipment . . . 
For 5,000 of your contributed 
dollars, plus their brains, 
time, effort and intestinal 
fortitude, the City will haw- 
anothar piece of fire fight- 
jng equipment as well as a 
parade and show piece.

More Money Than Needed! 

Wliat normally would be good news to most of us, 
is .not such good' nous for state budget analysts — more 
money than anticipated. Since 1974, state taxes have been 
collecting more moiney than expected, creating a continuing 
surplus in the state treasury. 

This '‘embarrassment of riche.s” was cited by pollster 
Mervin Field as one of the main reasons for the over- 
Wihelming passage of Proposition 13 in 1978. Although 
Pn,position 13 has reduced the state’s surplus significantly, 
there is evidence that it might be accumulating again. 

The major difficulty in gauging the surplus in that 
since 1974, the state Department of Finance has consis¬ 
tently underestimated the amount of money that will 
bo coming into the state treasury. In fact, the Department 
of Finance has underestimated state revenue by a total 
of $3..5 billion over the si.x years of the Brown arlminis- 
t ration. 

So where does this leave the state treasuiy? That’s 
a question that has state budget experts in vast disagree¬ 
ment. 

For example, the Governor’s proposed budget for the 
next fiscal year (1980-81) projects a surplus on June 30, 
1981, of a modest $113 million. However figures from the 
Department of Finance and the California Taxpayers As- 
.sociation show that the surplus, under the most favorable 
conditions could roach as high as $1.4 billion. 

It is with tnose varying financial figures that the 
Degislature and voters mast contend with, Pi'oposiion 9 
this June, the income tax cutting initiaive qualified for 
tlie ballot by Propositioii 13 co-sponsor Howard Jarvis. 

Itere, too, are questions and uncertainties. Rstimates 
of the proixJsition’s first year loss of state revenue range 
from .$4.9 billion down to $3.0 billion. 

At least one economist, Arthur Lalfer of the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California, claims that the state surplus, 
along with, new tax revenues that Proposition 9 will gen¬ 
erate, will make up for the loss of income tax revenue. 
iHe says that an incrjme tax cut as large as Proposition 
9 will increase sales in the priv'ate sector, boost the eco¬ 
nomy. and result in increases in other taxes, such as the 
sales la,\. These increases, he says, will offset the loss of 
income tax revemte. 

The full financial impact of Proposition 9 will not 
be Rnown for certain until, and it, the propositon is ap- 
pro\ed by the voters in June. As far as the financial con¬ 
dition of the state is concerned, there will be many more 
estimates, foreca.ss and projections; the surplus will be 
computed and recomputed; knowledgeable per.sons will 
disagree. 

Blit the Department of ^Finance needs to review its 
revenue forecasting procedures so as to give Californians 
a tretter idea of the state’s finances. This is the only way 
wo can prudently plan for the future. 

Vote yes on Proposition 9. 

Spirit of 13 In Washington 

A federal bill to impose limits on federal spending, 
introduced by .Representative Jim Jones, is receiving a 
warm reception by members of Congress and ihas emerged 
as the most acceptable approach to business. HR 5371 limits 
federal spending in 1980-81 fiscal year to 21 per cent of 
the Gross Natioanl Product and to 20 per cent in suc¬ 
ceeding years. The bill allows the federal budget to ex¬ 
ceed these limits only upon request of the President and 
a vote by each house of Congress. 

The congressional affirmation to exceed the spending 
limits is seen as a strong deterrent since such a vote could 
be ix)litically dangerous. The Chamber supports a con¬ 
stitutional limit to federal spending.

Unvented Heaters A Fire - 
Danger States Chief Hall 
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Sierra Madre Fire Chief 
James L. Hall, along with 
Southern Caiitorni-a Gas 
C'inpany, said that local 
icsidents are risking a p.os- 
sible fire danger this win¬ 
ter through the use of un- 
vented residential heaters. 

“The potential fire hazard 
(leated by an unvented heat- 
(r is a .serious cttnec-rn to 
f ur department,” said Chief 
Hall. “Many of these ap- 
plianctas have an open and 
unshielded flame tnat can 
touch off a fire, destroying 
a home or causing nsajor in- 
jtiries.” 

Chief Hall also added that 
the improper u.se of the 
heaters could lead to asphy¬ 
xiation. In a closed room tre 
heater’s flame can co.n.sumt' 
all the oxygen and prodnc.3 
carbon monoxide — a color¬ 
less, odorless and highly 
toxic gas. 

As a result, anyone using 
unvented heaters should take 
several precautions. T u e 
chief urges all u.sers to make 
sure the healer is jiropcrly 
t.cijust-L'd and to keep a win¬ 
dow open in the room with 
the heater to provide ?n 


adequate air supply. 

“You should also keep the 
lioater away from children 
and combustible material;;. 
And be sure to turn off the 
heater at lx;-dtime,’’ h e 
warns. 

St.ate law has prohibited 
the sale of unvented heaters 
.'ince 1970. In 1978, Los An- 
gi les City ordinances wore 
amended to ban the use of 
the heaters unless they were 
installed in a properly vent 
ed fireplace. 

.4s ,a result of these laws, 
gas company employees will 
nr- longer service the equip¬ 
ment. 'They will shut oft the 
gas to *hese heaters and is- 
s'.ue a notice of un.satisfac- 
tovy condition (“red tag") 
W'hon encountering an un¬ 
vented heater during .service 
calls. 

The fire department and 
the gas company have dis¬ 
couraged the use of unver.t- 
ed heaters for many years, 
llcth advise that the ap- 
pliance.s be replaced with ap¬ 
proved vented Iieaters certi¬ 
fied by .a national testing 
laboratory.

Dips For January 

George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that gasoline cen 
sumption declined again in 
.Tanuary for the ninth con¬ 
secutive month. 

Reilly said that rhe Jan¬ 
uary total of 919.T million 
gallons was 4.7 p.m cent 
lower than figures for '.I'" 
previous January. However, 
gallonage inched up slightl,\- 
from DecemlH-r, as tlie to¬ 
tal ro.se by 0.7 per cent from 
the prccedjng mpjilh. It was 
the first time January gal- 
lor.age has over exceeded 
December’s. 

Reilly repotted that Jan¬ 
uary excise ta.x revi nut s to 
t'lc state amounted to al 
most Slil.4 million, down al¬ 
most S3.2 million from Jan¬ 
uary 1979, but up frattional 
ly by less than half a mil¬ 
lion dollars from Dec'-mbei.
